London. Oct. l l . —The secretary of 
sta te for w ar, Mr. Brodrick, replying 
to Sir C h arles H ow ard V incent’s offer 
to raise fresh troops or do anything 
else to a ssist 
th e governm ent, d e­ 
clines the proposal, and. in doing so. 
lengthily review s the British position 
in South A frica, obviously in a n sw er 
to th e p e rsiste n t and searching c riti­ 
cism s of th e m in isterialist 
journals 
an d m em b ers of parliam ent th a t the 
g o v ern m en t is languidly content to let 
th e w ar d ra g on. 
Mr. Brodrick says, 
to begin with, th a t the troops Lord 
K itchener h as asked for have been 
prom ptly sen t. 
He adds: 
“ W e have, roughly, 200,000 
m en 
and 450 g un s in South Africa, and 
over 100,000 m en are under training 
a t home. 
W e have no difficulty, th e re ­ 
fore, in keeping the field firmly up to 
its req u isite stren g th by drafts, and 
if a fu rth e r call be m ade we are in a 
position to m eta it witu th e utm ost 
prom ptitude. 
N otw ithstanding 
this 
th e re seem s to be 
an 
im pression 
abroad th a t th e close of the war is re ­ 
tarded by a scarcity of troops o r the 
want of m obility of our colum n.’’ 
This im pression Mr. Brodrick com ­ 
bats by recitin g what the war office 
is doing, providing it applies for 314,- 
000 good persona directly or indirectly 
connected with the war office, feeding 
428.000 horses and mules and m ain ­ 
taining four m onths’ reserves of food 
for men and animals. 
Sixty-nine m o 
bile columns, perfectly equipped, a re j 
now in the field, and IO.OOO rem ounts 
a re tieing landed 
monthly, besides 1 
th ose captured.

HAVE PLENTY OF TROOPS 


Two Hundred Thousand Men and Four 


Hundred and Fifty Guns in the Field 


and a Hundred Thousand Men at 


Home— Lord Kitchener's Requests 


Hava Been Promptly Complied With 


and He Has Their Confidence. 


London. Oct. II.—The secretary of 
state for war, Mr. Brodrlck, replying 
to Sir Charles Howard Vincent’s offer 
to raise fresh troops or do anything 
else to assist 
the government, de­ 
clines the proposal, and, In doing so, 
lengthily reviews the British position 
in South Africa, obviously in answer 
to the persistent and searching criti­ 
cisms of the m inisterialist 
Journals 
and members of parliament that the 
government Is languidly content to let 
the war drag on. 
Mr. Brodrlck says, 
to begin with, that the troops Lord 
Kitchener has asked for have been 
promptly sent. 
He adds: 
"We have, roughly, 200,000 
men 
and 450 guns in South Africa, and 
over 100,000 men are under training 
at home. We have no difficulty, there­ 
fore,J n keeping the field firmly up to 
its requisite strength by drafts, and 
if a further call be made we aro in a 
position to meet It witu the utmost 
promptitude. 
Not withstanding 
this 
there seems to be 
an 
impression 
abroad that the close of the war is re­ 
tarded by a scarcity of troops or the 
want of mobility of our column.” 
This impression Mr. Brodrlck com­ 
bats by reciting what the war office 
is doing, providing it applies for 314.* 
(HM) good persons directly or indirectly 
connected with the w ar office, feeding 
428.000 horses and m alee and main­ 
taining four months' reserves of food 
for men and animals.

At the S am e T im e She is Prepared to 
R esist an invasion. 
Caracas, Venezuela, Ort, ll.—The 
correspondent here of the Associated 
Press la enabled to say, upon excellent 
grounds, th at the idea of a peaceful, 
friendly and conclusive arrangem ent 
between Venezuela and Colombia of 
the existing trouble is not repulsive 
or foreign to Venezuela, It being al­ 
ways understood th at Venezuela's n a 
tlonal honor will in no way suffer 
thereby. 
Venezuela recognizes 
the 
fact that the m aintenance of a large 
arm y on the frontier is exceedingly 
costly without directly benefitting the 
country. On the contrary, these heavy 
expenditures are most 
unfortunate, 
and the present conditions, being on 
the verge of war. is distinctly detri­ 
mental to com m erce and to the coun­ 
try ’s well being and should be changed, 
one way or the other, if possible. 
Along the frontier, from Tachira to 
Ouajira, the Venezuelan army has pro­ 
le ted the occupied {Tis}lions by en 
trenching and strengthening them, in 
which the troops will aw alt attack, 
having orders to rem ain firmly on the 
defensive and not to adopt measures 
of aggression, but to repel invasion.

Governor Van Sant haa accept- 
•d the resignation of William B. 
Mitchell as a director in the state 
normal school board. 
The resignation was received Mon­ 
day, but was not acted on or made 
public, in the hope that the St 
Cloud man would reconsider his de­ 
cision and withdraw it. 
Four days 
having elapsed with no word from 
Mr. Mitchell, the governor wrote 
him as follows: 
“ I regret exceedingly your con­ 
clusion to sever your relations with 
the board, and in behalf of the state 
desire to thank you most heartily for 
the interest taken by you in matters 
pertaining to our normal schools and 
for the efficient and painstaking 
manner in which you have discharg­ 
ed your duties as a member of such 
board. 
**1 presume you have given the 
matter mature consideration, 
so 
there is no course open to me but to 
accept 
the proffered 
resignation, 
which I do with greatest regret. ” 
Mr. 
M’tchell’s 
resignation 
is 
deeply regretted by the members of 
the normal school lioard. 
He has 
been identified with normal school 
interests ever since the St. Cloud in­ 
stitution was built, and has guided 
its business affairs well. 
He felt 
deeply the course of the board of 
control in ignoring the normal board 
and resented it in plain language. 
At last Saturday’s meeting he told 
W. E. Lee that he would not serve 
on the board under the board of con* 
control for $f>,o00a year.
